Rise in Property Levy 
Passed, 17 to 9, After 
Amendment Cutting 
It From 10 to 7 Cents 
Is Voted. 


A 7-cent incréase in the city's 
tax rate on real estate and 
tangible personal property was 
approved today by the Board of 
Aldermen along with other tax- 
increase measures. 

Increases in the city’s gaso- 
line tax, merchants’ and manu- 
facturers’ taxes and MacArthur 
bridges tolls were among other 
measures approved by the alder- 
men, 


The aldermen also passed 
bills for a new hotel license tax 
on daily rental of rooms occu- 
pied by transient guests, and 
for the diversion of funds in 
two special accounts to general 
revenue purposes. 

Under the bills passed today, 
the city’s gasoline tax would 
go up one-half cent, to 1% 
cents a gallon, and the 
merchants’ and manuafcturers’ 
tax would be increased 25 cents 
for each $1000 in gross sales 
and 5 cents on each $100 as- 
sessed valuation on inventories. 

MacArthur bridge tolls would 
rise 5 cents—to 15 cents for 
passenger vehicles and 30 cents 
for commercial vehicles. The 
hotel license tax would be 2 
per cent on the daily rental for 
each room occupied by a tran- 


Diversion of funds approved 
aldermen would make avail- 
able for revenue pur- 
poses $800, from the special 
parking meter fund and ap- 
proximately $200,000 from 
funds that had been earmarked 
for neighborhood rehabilitation. 
The bills passed today were 
part of an over-all program of 
revenue measures intended to 
enable the city to balance its 
budget for the current fiscal 


year. 

The bill increasing the prop- 
erty tax by 7 cents on the $100 
assessed valuation was passed, 
17 to 9, after an amendment 
was approved cutting down the 


original proposal of a 10-cent in- 


crease. 


Gunn Makes Appeal. 

Donald Gunn, aldermanic 
president, appealed to the board 
members to pass the amend- 
ment, offered by Alderman 
Clinton T. Watson (Dem.), Six- 
teenth ward.

Increase will not pass the board.

NEW YORK, June 29— Dave 
Beck, president of the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Team- 


sters, distributed throughout the 
country by mail yesterday thou- 
sands of copies of an expensive- 
ly-printed brochure entitled 
“Our Union’s Finances,” in 
which he boasted of how the 
Teamsters’ wealth has grown 
under his management of its 
investments. 

The seven-page brochure 
made no mention of his per- 
sonal financial difficulties. Beck 
has been charged by the Senate 
Committee on Labor and Man- 
agement Practices of siphoning 
off at least $320,000 in union 
funds. He has been indicted on 


Teamsters representatives 
said they did not know the cost 
of the project. They noted that 
it had not been brought before 
the union’s top executive board 
for approval. They said, how- 
ever, that with Beck’s broad 
powers under the union con- 
stitution they would “assume” 
that it will be paid for out of 
union funds. 

In the brochure, Beck said

Gen Medaris said he had 
called his staff, including Nick- 
erson, together and had issued 
instructions to stay out of the 
controversy over the roles as- 
signed to the Army and Air 
Force in development of mis- 
siles. 

‘Diametrically Opposed.’ 

Nickerson’s activities thereaf- 
ter was “diametrically apposed 
to my instructions,” he de- 
clared. 

Under cross-examination the 
general agreed that Nickerson’s 
motives were good but took the 
view that the methods he used 
were not to be countenanced. 

When a member of the court- 
martial asked Gen. Medaris to 
appraise the future potential 
value of Nickerson to the serv- 
ice, the witness replied: . 

“In my opinion Col. Nicker- 
son has violated the fundamen- 
tals of the military code. I do 
not think he has a future poten- 
tial value to the service.” 

He then was asked if he 
would be willing to have Col. 
Nickerson in his command in 
the event the colonel continued 
in service. 

“I would not,” was the em- 
phatic answer. 

Cold, stern, unsmiling, Gen. 
Medaris changed the courtroom 
atmosphere by injecting a note 
of bitter hostility when he took 
the witness stand. He spoke in 
a strong, biting voice with 
frequent sarcastic inflections. 
At times he quibbled in an ef- 
fort to avoid giving a direct 
answer. 

Needed ‘Close’ Guidance. 

The general said Col. Nicker- 
son had given him no cause to 
doubt his intelligence’ and loy- 
alty, but he had found that 
Nickerson “had to be guided 


closely.” 


Later he asserted that Nick- 
erson did not respond to, guid- 
ance. 

The general came from Wash- 
ington to testify at the request 
of the court-martial. After be- 
ing interrogated for 10 minutes 
by prosecuting officers, he un- 
derwent 50 minutes of examina- 
tion by the defense. 

More than a dozen witnesses 
remained to be heard, including 
several retired generals, when 
the apparently sudden decision 
to bring the hearing to a close 
was announced yesterday after- 
noon. A few hours earlier, Ray 
H. Jenkins of Knoxville, Tenn., 
of divilian counsel, expressed 
the opinion the court-martial 
would not get the case before 
late next Tuesday.

Scuffle With Police Follows 
Renewed Protest Against 
Runway Expansion. 


TACHIKAWA; Japan, June 
29 (AP)—Japanese police scuf- 
fled briefly today with leftist- 
backed demonstrators who put 
up three 60-foot poles at the end 
of a runway to harass Ameri- 
can pilots at Tachikawa air 
base. 

No one was hurt in the clash 
between 170 police and 50 Japa- 
nese villagers. The villagers op- 
pose expansion of the United 
States air base on Japanese 
land. 

The demonstrators—landown- 
ers from nearby Sunakawa vil- 
lage bolstered by labor union 
members and leftist students— 
erected the poles yesterday just

WARNS AGAINST ‘RUSHING’ 
INTO SESSION ON HUNGARY

He said U.S. Steel “seeks 
to hide its fabulous growth of 
profits by* minimizing them, 
exaggerates the wage increase 
received by its employes and 
thereby seeks to pin the blame 
for higher prices on steelwork- 
ers and their union.” 

He added: “Based on the 
corporation’s own figures of 
total employment and hours 
worked, and of shipments of 
finished steel found in the 
most recent financial report 
issued; U. S. Steel could absorb 
the cost of the wage increase 
for the remainder of 1957, re- 
duce’ steel prices by $6 à ton

What Pre-Delinquents Are 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I compliment your editorial page 
for its usually consistent attempt at 
honest appraisal and serious contem- 
plation of matters of community im- 
portance. However, in contradistinc- 
tion to this approach is your super- 
ficial treatment of the report of the 
Metropolitan Youth Commission, a 
body of serious and concerned cit- 
izens and professionals whose con- 
siderable effort on this matter of 
vital community importance deserves 
an editorial comment toned other- 
wise than the one you gave it under 
the caption “Pre-posterous.” 

Pre erous rather is the fact 
that the term pre-delinquency has an 
unfamiliar ring in your editorial ear. 
Such lack of acquaintance with this 
term unfortunately parallels a sim- 
Mar lack of understanding and even 
shocking indifference to concepts of 
mental hygiene and the prophylaxis 
of disturbed behavior by the St. 
Louis community. Elsewhere in the 
country such concepts are today 
widely understood and accepted. 

The term pre-delinquent is com- 
monly used in professional writing 
to refer to those persons whose 
school, work or home behavior 
demonstrates obvious personality 
disturbances that to the trained ob- 
server indicate warning signs of im- 

sociopathic behavior. 

The term has good etymological 
parallel; for example with the word 

pre-malignant” in which the physi- 
cian may recognize a certain type of 
tumor that is predisposed to cancer. 
— * * 

The increasing use of the con- 
cept of pre-delinquency throughout 
the country parallels the develop- 
ment of diagnostic and treatment 
centers for disturbed children and 
adults. These have been planned 
with the goal in mind of early rec- 


ial treatment center for emotion- 
disturbed delinquent and pre- 
delinquent children. 

Such an urgently needed facility 
could be constructed within Bliss 
Hospital for a relatively small cost. 

For some 18 years Malcolm Bliss 
Hospital has been unable to meet 
the community need for psychiatric 
services even for adult persons with 
disturbed, pre-delinquent 
linquent behavior. 

This is not because of inadequacies 
in our hospital plant, which was 
well conceived and built. Rather 
we have, for this long time, lacked 
the adequate budgetary support nec- 
essary to meet the demand for mu- 
nicipal psychiatric services in a com- 
munity of this size. 

For some 18 years nop sick 
sons who could benefit from 
pitalization have been turned from 
the hospital's doors. 


Yet the apathy of our community 
is such that no decisive action has 
been taken to bring into existence a 
mental health program for this com- 
munity that will meet current needs. 

the past months several 
groups of experts have dispassion- 
ately viewed the needs of our psychi- 
atric program. A blueprint for ac- 
tion now exists but even the first 
step, that of establishing a realistic 
approach to the problem of obtain- 
ing adequate numbers of profession- 
al nel to permit the maximum 
u tion of existing facilities, has. 
not been taken. 


An adequate p am to care for 
the emotionally and pre-delin- 
quent can come into existence only 
by a larger budgetary appropriation 
with funds earmarked for this pur- 
pose, Spending more money in this 
area can effect over-all economy 
through decreasing chronic mental 
illness and curbing delinquency. But 
can our community accept this kind 
of budgetary logic? 

The leadership of your paper for 
a constructive educational campaign 
is needed. I invite you to accom- 
plish what those of us who work 
with these problems on a day to day 
basis have not been able to do.

federal school aid—but in so vague a manner 
that congressional advocates of legislation for 


this are puzzled. So there is a 
very real danger that, unless the President takes 
a firm, clear and vigorous stand, no school aid 
bill will be passed. And that would be a major 
tragedy for hundreds of thousands of American 


youngsters. | ' 

“As you know, our Republican party in its 
1956 platform pledged its efforts to secure 
school construction legislation.” So the Presi- 


dent wrote to Represéntative Peter Frelinghuy- 


sen Jr., the New Jersey Republican who is the 
chief sponsor of the Administration’s bill in the 
House. But in making the President's letter 
public, ‘Mr. Frelinghuysen confessed that he 
found it “somewhat disappointing.” . 

The Republican Congressman wanted to know 
how the Wifite House feels especially about the 
changes proposed by the Senate’s Labor and 
Education Committee for the allocation of money 
to the states. Under the President's plan, poor 


states were to get three federal dollars for every . 
dollar of their own used for building schools, i of 
richer states were to get one Washington dollar 


for every three of their own. The compromise 


proposal reduced this ratio to 2 to 1. But While 


expressing the hope that “Congress will givé 
close attention to that portion of the bill which 
allocates funds on the basis of need,” Mr. Eisen- 
hower also said that he could not “pass judg- 
ment on all the details.” 

This leaves the President in favor of “ade- 
quate classroom facilities for the young people 
of our nation” without, however, giving an indi- 
cation of what he believes to be adequate and 
how this is to be attained. Since the matter has 
been on the Administration's agenda since the 


President took office and since it was so dra 
matically publicized by his White House Con- 


ference on Education, Mr. Frelinghuysen’s dis- 
appointment is understandable. 


Quite aside from irrelevancies aroused. by 


emotional reactions to the Supreme Court's 
school desegregation ruling, strong opposition 
to school aid has been stirred up by the United 
States Chamber of Commerce and other ele- 
ments more interested in reducing Government 
expenditures than in the purpose of those ex- 
penditures. Such opposition cannot be over- 
come by a cautious and vague approach, an atti- 
tude which suggests to some that the Admin- 
istration might not be deeply disappointed by 
yet another congressional rejection of federal 
school aid. 

It is necessary, therefore, to repeat that every 
year which goes by without the enactment of an 
adequate school aid program is a year irretriev- 
ably lost by the affected pupils. In no way can 
they make up a year spent in inadequate school 
facilities, not to mention a year of inadequate 
teaching. To condone this human waste is most 
amazing just when we are being told that our 
future depends more than ever on intensively 
educated men and women. 
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News on Reporters and Red China? 
Secretary Dulles’s latest remarks on Commu- 
nist China have been interpreted two ways with 
respect to the admission of news correspondents 
to the Chinese mainland. One view is that he 
is getting ready to relax his ban. The other is 
that he is as set as ever against allowing Ameri- 
can newsmen to see what is going on in Red 
China. . 7 ' 

Recently there have been reports from several 
sources indicating that Secretary Dulles is work- 
ing on a formula that would allow a limited 
number of newsmen to go to Red China. This 
is indeed progress over the days when he was 
coming up with one reason after another—and 
some of them conflicting—that he believed justi- 
fied his adamant stand. Last April he got as 
far as suggesting the “pooling” of news but the 
press would have none of that. 

Now, according to one report, he is about to 
decide that all news services which were oper- 
ating in China before the Communists took 
power in 1949 may send correspondents over, It 
has been long apparent that the State Depart- 
ment has neither right nor reason behind its 
bar on reporters in Red China. 

Everything possible should be done to hasten 
the day on which this bar is finally lifted. There 
are momentous events and developments wait- 
ing to be reported by American newsmen. 
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A submarine television expedition is being 
formed with intent to put the celebrated Loch 
Ness monster on view. I the tourist business

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Paying for Sewer Service 

The 33 per cent increase in sewer service 
charges announced by trustees of the Metropol 
tan St. Louis Sewer Distriet ought to be a mat- 
ter of concern to Mayor Tucker and Supervisor.

First is the matter of procedure. The ordi- 
nance outlining the increases was discussed and 
approved by the trustees in executive session 
that is, behind closed @oors, That was a serious 
mistake.

The revised plan for the Plaza area, calling for 
six buildings rather than five and for more 
parking space than was originally contemplated, 
has ‘been approved by the Board of Aldermen. 
The Land Clearance for Redevelopment Authori- 
ty has been authorized to sign contracts and to 
turn over the land to the Urban Redevelopment 
Corporation. 

This is a big step toward the realization of 
this project for the refurbishing of downtown 
St. Louis, a project which too long seemed 
stalled on dead center. So it is to be hoped 
that every effort will be made to avoid new de- 
lays. It is to be hoped, too, that architectural 
details will be carried out in a way to make 
these apartment buildings a real incentive to fur- 
ther municipal improvement. 

After all, there is an area on the riverfront 
which has been vacant far longer than the 
blocks adjacent to the Plaza. There are even 
finer plans for it. And there, too, the dirt 
should fly. 
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A Crumb of Comfort 

Unwelcéme as it is for county residents to 
face an average 30 per cent increase in rates of 
the St. Louis County Water Co., they and other 
utility customers can be grateful that the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission has once again 
refused to accept the “reproduction new” theory 
of utility valuation. 

The Commission allows public utilities to earn 
a “fair return“ —defined usually as around 6 
per cent—on the original cost of its property, 
less depreciation. County Water and other utili-

would mean that a utility could earn a return 
it never made. In an age of

to permit utilities to earn sufficient to finance

this more costly portion of its investment. 

But there is nothing fair about letting them 
earn a given return on a mythical valuation 
which feflects not what was actually invested 
but what might have been invested if the entire 
property had been paid for at current prices, 
which it was not.

I must 
admit that I have created some, and in 
the past few years I have had a couple 
of my own brain children presented to 
me as “the finest advertising media in 
the world.” 

Because these were my own creations 
I had good reason to know they were 
worthless. 

Recently the California Federation of 
Labor appointed a three-man committee 
to investigate racketeering practices by 
some labor papers. 

The state organization especially con- 
demned solicitation of @dvertising for 
labor directories. 

There is no way of estimating the 
number of advertising dollars that have 

e down the drain in this one racket, 

ause most advertisers who are 
hooked would prefer to pay rather than 
admit they were victims of such 4 
scheme. 

As ruthless an advertising racket as 
I have seen in many years involved a 
church calendar, 

The scheme is simple. A special 
salesman: sells one church on the cal- 
endar den. The advertising space is 

“sold, but when the calendars are 
printed there are enough extra copies 
ted to sample all the other churches 

the city. 

These samples are distributed di- 
mail with instructions for se 
spaces, the amount of money that 

can be made for the church and a sug- 
gestion that the sample has a ready- 
made advertising list.

Redlegs in Vote Readjustment 


NEW YORK, June 29 (AP)—Sweeping changes in the belec- 
tion of baseball’s All-Star teams loomed today in the wake of 
a fantastic situation that would have sent the entire Cincinnati 
team (excepting the pitcher) against the American League had 
not Commissioner Ford Frick wielded his veto power. 


Some baseball officials wanted 
the game “given back to the 
managers,” meaning that the 
16 pilots would select the start- 
ing teams. This was tried once, 


but discarded because it “took 
the game away from the fans.” 

Others, like National League 
President Warren Giles, called 
for allotting each city an equal 
number of votes. As the voting 
now stands, a fan can vote hun- 
dreds of times, so long as he 
fills out the official ballot in 
the newspaper that has been 
designated as the regional vote- 
counter. 


Deluge of Cincy Votes. 

Just before the voting dead- 
line at midnight Th , the 
Cincinnati Times-Star deposited 
more than a half million votes 
in the league office. Virtually 
all of them named the entire 
Cincinnati lineup. 

Frick acted quickly yester- 
day. He dropped First Baseman 
George Crowe, center fielder 
Gus Bell and Right Fielder 
Wally Post from the selection 
list. In their places he named, 
respectively, Stan Musial of St. 
Louis, Willie Mays of New 
York and Hank Aaron of Mil- 
waukee. These three had been 
leading at their positions before 
the Cincinnati deluge.

NAVY HAS GOAL 
OF TWO ATOMIC 
VESSELS A YEAR 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP) 
~The Navy expects to send a 
new atom-powered submarine 
or surface ship to sea every six 
months beginning at the end of 
this year, 

This forecast was made pub- 
lie yesterday with the transcript 
of testimony taken behind 
closed doors by subcommittees 
of the Senate-House Atomic 
Energy Committee in March 
and April. 

R. Adm, H. G. Rickover, head 
of the Navy atomic program, 
confirmed that the Seawolf, the 
second nuclear submarine, has 
not performed satisfactorily and 
that no more vessels with a 
similar sodium-cooled reactor 
will be built, 

He said the Navy will con- 
tinue to operate the Seawolf 
with its present plant if possi- 
ble, but may install in it a 
plant like the successful pro- 
pulsion equipment of the Nau- 
tilus, the first nuclear sub- 
marine. 

The first of a new class of 
nuclear submarines will be com- 
pleted about the end of this 
year, Rickover said, and “after 
that there will be a new ship 
about every six months.” 


RHEE SAYS AIDING JAPAN MAY 
LEAD TO NEW PEARL HARBOR 


SEOUL, June 29 (INS)—Pres- 
ident Syngmen Rhee warned to- 
day that American financial aid 
may well lead to a repetition of 
Japan's pre-World War II “ex- 
ploitation” of Asia and touch off 
another Pearl Harbor. 

The South Korean president 
strongly warned the United
